Alexander, also of DeKalb, and James 
Hill Palmer, of Fulton. 

Ramspeck received two and one- 
half times as many votes as both other 
contestants, getting 6,759 as against 
® 537 for Alexander and 121 for Pal- 
mer, complete but unofficial returns 
» The Constitution show. 

There Were only 9,417 votes cast in 
the five counties comprising the dis- 
trict out of about 65,000 eligible yot- 
ers, Fulton, DeKalb, Campbell, Doug- 
las and Rockdale are the counties of 
the district. 

William Schley Howard, chairman 
of the fifth district democratic execu- 
tive committee, issued a statement de- 
claring results of the election prove 
conclusively —theat ‘the - democratic 
party in the fifth district has forever 
erushed the so-called iudependent 
movement in Georgia”. He praised 
the unanimity of purpose which sent 
the party's nominee into office with 
one of the largest relative majorities 
ever accorded any candidate for the

To Schools During 1930 


Special Revenue Allowed 
by Board—Henry M. 
Wood, Veteran Secre- 
tary, Is Elected Again. 


The Fulton county board of com- 
missioners will appropriate $15,000 a 
month to the county board of educa- 
tion during 1930, according to reso- 
lutions adopted Wednesday by the 
commission at its regular meeting.

On Tour ot 50,000 Miles 


Four General “Aristocrat” Warner- 
powered monoplanes, comprising two- 
thirds of the “sky fleet’ of the Gen- 
eral Tire and Rubber Company, ar- 
rived at Candler field Wednesday aft- 
ernoon after darkness had fallen over 
the airport.

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SUN RAY MOTOR 
SUCCESS, IS CLAIM 
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Worcester, Mass., October 
(United News.)—A powerful 
deriving its motive power from 
sun's rays, has been invented by Dr. 
Robert H. Goddard, professor 
thysics at Clark university, it 
announced T:.esday. 

The “solar” motor, which may serve 
@o aid in revolutionizing driving pow- 
er, converts the strong rays of the 


sun into intense heat, thus generating 

steam as its provelling force. 
Experimental laboratory tests con- 

ducted by Dr. Goddard and his corps

of assistants with a miniature motor | 


built in accordance with his plans 
have demonstrated the soundness of 
the invention, Dr. Goddard stated. 

According to Dr. Goddard, the sun 
motor would function more perfectly 
in tropical climates than in the north- 
ern countries, as the heat rays of the 
sum are more intense in the tropics. 

The efficiency of the new invention, 
if put into practical use, would be of 
huge value to the farming industry. 
Dr. Goddard said the motor might be 
ndopted also as the propelling power 
for dirigibles, enabling them to refuel 
while aloft, 

The motor, described briefly by its 
inventor, consists of a highly polished 
duraluminum mirror used to reflect 
the solar rays onto a “‘pan” of fused 
cuartz. The quartz is securely fastened 
to a hollow body. Wafer is pumped 
into the hollow container and sprayed 
by a continuous vapor of mercury b) 
means of a high pressure pump. 

The rays of the sun, reflected from 
the convexed mirror to the quartz. 
cause a heavy vaper to arise from 
the merenry-laden water, which in 
furn passes through a system of tur- 
bines where the steam power is gen 
erated, 

In addition to this work 
“solar” motor Dr. Goddard 
engaged in experimenting 
“rocket” which he hopes to 
the moon, 

In experimenting with the “moon 
rockets’ at a secluded station near 
here the scientist met with defeat nu 
merous times when the rockets load- 
ed with a high explosive burst into 
pieces soon after they left the ground.

G. Williams 
hardly had granted it when a burst 
of applause came from the governor's 
friends in the crowded courtroom. In 
his instructions Judge Williams said: 

“You all know the timidity with 
which I take a case away from the 
jury.
